IVlievinj her to l« unconscious and 
seriously injurttl Mr. Krhert lost no 
time, bat as fast as bis lejs could carry 
him ran all the way to the nearest drn~ 
store at £001 Hennepin. Police head- 
quarters were cotifU-d and a patrol 
wajon immet!lately sent.
